_ This first edition of the Amsden Genealogy has been type- 
written due to the fact that the family is small and not enough 
members could be found tofinance the printing of such a work. 
Instead of pos tponing the publishing of this work it was thought 
better to put out a few copies for those interested members and 
also a few for the various genealogical and historical societies 
located in important and central spots throughout the United 
States; for those who would rather gain their information from the 
libraries, and as a help to professional genealogists. 

A very considerable amount of research on the Amsden Family 
had been carried out by Mre William Uriah Amsden of Boston pre-= 
vious to his death in 1905. Since that time however nothing had 
been done, and the author, who is a greategreat grandson of Ly= 
dia (Amsden) Skinner, s ee pe 52, had accuymmlated such a vast am- 
ount of data, not only for himself but for the Athol branches 
that it was decided to enlarge upon the work and make public the 
various records so that the general public might benefit. It is 
a great privilege to have made many friends through this work, 
and I wish here to thank for their work, cooperation and untir- 
ing efforts the many town clerks throughout the United States,to 
whom not a few thanks are due in any genealogical research and ale 
so Mrs. Henry Me.

in the book. For this same reason no Coateof-Arms has been in= 


serted and if we are successful in tracing the English History 


it may be easily possible to picture one in a later number of this

den Sr. & John Amsden his gon both of Marlborough Relating to 
Ephraim Amsden son of said John Amsden é&ct. that whereas said 
Ephraim Amsden hath dwelt with his Grandfather and Grandmother 
Isaac and Jane Amsden some years past already, we do agree that 
my grandson Ephraim Amsden shall remain and dwell with his said 
Grandfather and Grandmother until said Ephraim shall arrive to ye 
age of one and twenty years of age, unless it happen in provi- 
dence they should dye sooner then the said Ephraim to be out of 
his time ye said Grandfather and Grandmother finding him meat 
drink, & apparel suitable both Lords Days and Week days & what 
they learn both as to Read and Right, and at ye term of ye said 
Ephraim arriving to one and twenty years he shall receive fur- 
ther of his Grandfather & Grandmother forty acres of swamp and 
upland for his services, scituate in Marlborough. This consented 
to by mo his father - John Amsden ~ Therefore upon ye Considera-~ 
tion and agreement abovesaid Know all men by these presents 

that I Isaac Amsden Senr. of Marlborough in ye County of Middle- 
sex Within His Majesty's province of ye Massachusetts Bay in 
New England for and in Consideration of Ephraim Amsden serving 
of me and my wife his Grandmother until he arrive to ye age of 
one & twenty The Receipt whereof I do acknowledge and there- 
with fully satisfied and contented and of every part and par- 
cel thereof do Exonerate and acquit and Discharge ye said Ephrain 
Amsden, his heirs & Exc. Admt. forever, by these presents Have 
given granted alienated conveyed and confirmed and by these 
presents do freely fully & absolutely give grant & Convey and 
confirm unto hin, the said Ephrain Amsden, his heirs and As- 
Signs forever in Revertion to Possess and enjoy when he arrives 
to ye age of one & twenty namely one certain tract of swamp

Side of Stony Brook & Marlborough in the County of Middlesex 
containing in forty acres as is laid out and bounded to me in 
Marlborough proprietors Book of Records upon ye right of John 
Rutter part of two divisions containing twenty-six acres of ye 
first Division and fourteen acres of ye second Division with~ 
put the Cow Commons butted and bounded as may appear upon Re= 
cord as aforesaid to have and to hold the said granted and bar- 
gained premises with all ye appurtenances priviledges, commodi- 
ties to ye Same Belonging or in any wise appertaining to him 
the Said Ephraim Amsden his heirs and assigns to his and their 
only proper use benefit and behest forever, and I ye said Isaac 
Amsden Senr,. for me my heirs Exc’S Admx? do Covenant promise & 
grant to and with ye said Ephraim Amsden his heirs & assigns 
that Before ye Ensealing hereof I am ye true & sole & lawful 
owner of ye above bargained premises and am Lawfully seized 

and possessed of ye same in mine own proper right and have in 
myself good right and full power to give grant & confirm the 
said premises in manner as abovesaid and that the said Ephraim 
Amsden his heirs & assigns shall & may at all times forever 

' hereafter arriving to ye age of one and twenty years peaceably 
& Quietly have hold use occupy & possess ye said Demised and 
gives premise with ye appurtes and priviledges free and clear 
being Discharged of from all other Gifts Grants Bargains Sales 
Leases Incumbrances & Extents and Jane Amsden ye wife of me ye 
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said Isaac Amsden Sen’. doth by these presents freely surren- 
der all her Right in and unto the above Demised premises unto 
him ye abovesaid Ephraim Amsden his heirs and assigns forever. 
In witness whereof we have hereof set to our Hands and seals 
this Eighteenth Day of May in ye Thirteenth Year of the Reign 
of our Sovereign King George by the Grace of God of Great Bri- 
tain and in the Year of Our Lord God One Thousand Seven Hund- 
red and twenty Seven. Isaac Amsden and a seal Jane Amsden (x 
her mark and a seal) Witness Thomas How Sen. Hannah Newton 
(her mark) Middlesex. Isaac Amsden & Jane Amsden his wife above- 
mentioned appeared before me and Aclmowledged this to be their 
act 4 Deed May 21,1727. Tho. How Justice of Peace February 9: 
1757/8. 
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l-Isaac Amsden, the progenitor of the family in America is first 
recorded in the history of our country when the record of his 
marriage to Frances Perriman appears in the Cambridge Records, 
June 8,1654,. Frances was said by one authority to be the dau- 
ghter of John Perriman, but it is thought that this is merely 
conjecture, since the genealogist and historian Dr. Savage says 
that her father is unknown, which is more likely to be correct. 

_The two sons Isaac and Sacob were both baptized the third of 
November 1661, their mother Frances was admitted to full con- 
munion & fellowship on Oct. 21,1661. 

It is thought that John Amsden of Hatfield and Deerfield 
was also a son of Isaac and Frances Amsden despite the fact 
that some of the descendants claim that the family in America 
was founded by three brothers. What would seem to be the best 
explanation is that there were three sons who would of course 
be brothers and that the father Isaac who died so early in life 
was forgotten by the sons who died with issue. Further we find 
no record of any brothers or anyone by the name of Amsden who 
might have been a brother. Dr. Savage writes that John of Hate 
field may have been a son of Isaac by a wife before Frances or 
before he settled in America, If he was the son of Isaac, which 
is most likely he was probably born very early. 

Isaac Amsden's name spelled Isacke Amsden appears in the ine 
ventory of the estate of Nathaniel Sparhawk, who died June 27, 
1647, which would indicate that he arrived in this country pre- 
vious to 1654 by seven years at least. 

We know from the administration papers of his estate that he 
owned land on the south side of the river to the extent of 12 
acres, and most likely this was the Charles River. Also that he 
followed the trade of a mason at Cambridge, Mass. 

Isaac Amsden died in Cambridge, Mass. April 7,1659. After his 
death his widow married, (8nd.) Richard Cutter of Cambridge, Feb- 
14, 1665. Richard Cutter died June 16,1695 at which time his 
wife Frances was still alive. The children of Isaac and Frances 
(Perriman) Amsden are as follows. There may have been others 
not recordéd.e

He died in 

Hatfield May 29,1696, leaving an estate of 4 pounds, 12 shill- 

ings, 5 pence, and debts of 57 pounds and 7 shillings. "John 

Embsden" of Cambridge served in Capt. Davenports Co. in 1675, 

received cash payment Jane & Febe 1677.

He was proprietor of the Ockoocangansett purchase in 
1684. He was town clerk a few years and selectman for 14 years. 
His name as selectman appears signing an invoice which totaled 
19 pounds, 3 shillings, 3 pence, 4 farthings. Also was a Jus-~ 
tice of the Peace until after the year 1717. He died at Marl- 
borough, Mass. May 5,1727, aged 72 years. She died at Marlborough 
Nov .22,1739, upwards of eighty years. She has left a very inter- 
esting will which it was thought desirable to include in this 
genealogy as well as a deed.

Jacob Amsden®, (Isaac!) born Nov.e7,1657, received wages for ser- 
vices in King Philips war to the amount of 5 pounds on June 24, 
1676 under Capt. Joseph Syll. He was assigned to Charlestown Co. 
in Auge 1676. Paige's History of Cambridge as well as others 
assumes that Jacob was unmarried, but we find in Middlesex Co. 
records the will of Susanna Amsden, widow of Jacob dated Oct.14, 
1707. Her name before marriage was Warrett, and the presumptive 
evidence that no issue resulted from this marriage would seem 
to be well borne out by the fact that she makes bequests to sev-~ 
eral brothers and sisters of her own, and to other people, thus 
disposing of the entire property, while no children are named 
nor any provisions or any guardianships noted in the settlement 
of this estate for any children. 

Jacob was a glazier by trade and lived on the westerly side 
of Ash street. In 1681 he contracted to repair the glass of the 
meeting house for ten shillings, and to keep it in repair for 
ten years following, for 15 shillings per year. His tax bill 
for 1688 was 2s. 6d. indicating no large amount of property in 
his possession at this time, although there was probably much 
more at a later date as evidenced by his wife's will. 

Jacob is recorded in Judge Sewall's diary as follows:- 
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" Janel,1701 Entrance of the eighteenth century. Just about 
break-a-day, Jacob Amsden & three other trumpeters gave a 
blast with the trumpets on the conmon, near the Alfords. Then 
went to the green chamber & sounded there till sunrise". 


Jacob Amsden died at Cambridge, Mass. June 11,1701, and his is 
the earliest Amsden gravestone to be found in this country, and 
is in old Christ Church Burying Ground near Harvard Square, 
Cambridge, Masse, and bears the following inscription. 


Here lyes ye body of 
Jacob Amsden — 
Aged 44 years 

Died ye 11 of June 

L701): 


4-John Amsden®, (John”, Isaac!) born Nov.24,1686; trumpeter in 
the troop wounded by Indians; in 1715 he bought one hundred 
acres at the Bars of Peter Evans for Ve pounds; this was the 
place of residence of the family for one hundred and fifty 
years; he was drowned at Cheapside July 53,1742. He married 
March 25,1720, Mary, daughter of Samuel Cowles of Hatfield. 
She died Jane 27, 1757, aged 58. 

Two of the sons of this John Amsden were killed by the In- 
dians subsequent to the great massacre in 1704 on Aug.e25,1746 
of which I give an account from Sheldon pe. 546-549, 

De Vaudruil, a brother of Goyernor Vaudruil, left Canada 

Auged, with 440 French and 500 rench Mohawks and Abenakis. 
His destination was Fort Massachusetts at Adams, Masse On Aug. 
18, the main body encamped on the Hoosac river, four miles be- 
low Fort Massachusetts, and took the fort on the 20, after two 
days battle. 

A party of 60 of Vaudruilts Indians being dissatisfied with 
the small number of prisoners taken at Fort Massachusetts, came 
over to Deerfield to secure captives to grace their triumphant 
return to Crown Point and sell to the French in Canada. Sunday 
Augee4, they observed some partly made hay in Stebbins Meadow 
near the foot of Stillwater. Judging that the worlmen would 
return to the place the next day they formed an ambush in the 
thicket, at the foot of a hill hard by, and waited a favorable 
opportunity to accomplish their object. The hay belonged to the 
Allens and the Amsdens. 

Monday morning, Auge25th., the haymakers went to their fate. 
As far as known the party were Samuel Allen, aged 443; his child- 
ren = Eunice 15, Caleb 9, and Sanmmel 83 Oliver Amsden, 18, and 
Simeon, 9, orphan sons of John Amsden. 

The Allen and Amsden families lived at the Bars, on the ta- 
ble land just south, but had deserted their homes to live in the 
forts, at Wapping, or at the Street. Two soldiers seem to have 
been sent out with them as a guard,- John Saddler, a tovwnsman, 
and Adonijah Gillett from Colchester, Conn. With the party was 
Eleazer Hawks, brother-in-law to Allen, who being out of health, 
was on a fowling excursion. He was the unconscious marplot of 
the occassione 
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|The news of the assault on Fort Massachusetts had not yet 
been received by the conmander here, and presumably he was ig- 
norant of the attack at Colrain, or a larger guard Would have 
been sent out and a more vigilant watch kept. Capt. Holson(or 
Hopkins, by another account), a Connecticut man, was stationed 
here with a party of Connecticut soldiers, who were the "stand- 
ing guard". 

The haymakers went to work in the very jaws of the enemy, 
With no examination of the thicket, and, so far as appears, no 
precautions against surprise. Had not prisoners, instead of 
scalps, been their object, the Indians might have killed the 
whole party at a single volley. They were waiting, however, for 
e favorable moment for stealing between the men and their puns 
when the whole party would become an easy prey. Their action was 
precipitated by Hawks, who, going into the copse in search of 
partridges, stumbled upon the ambush. He was shot, the war-whoop 
given and a rush made for their victims. 

The astounded men did the best they could. They urged the 
children to fly to the fort, while they tried to check the pur- 
suit by a fighting retreat bo the mill. They were so hard press-~ 
ed, however they could not reach it, but took shelter under the 
bank of the river near it, on the flank of the line of pursuit. 
Here they made a stand, hoping to divert the attention of the 
enemy from the fleeing children. The odds were too great. Allen 
shot the foremost Indian, but he and Gillett were soon overpow- 
ered and killed. Saddler, amid a shower of bullets, dashed through 
the water to a thicket on an island in their rear, and so escap- 
ed across the river. Meanwhile part of the assailants had been 
pusy with the children. Oliver Amsden fell early in the attcck. 
He was scalped and his head severed from his body. His brother 
Simeon was overtaken and killed after a brave defense, his hands 
and arms being cut in pieces by the knives of his captors. Caleb 
Allen escaped by dodging about and hiding in a field of corn. 
Sammel was caught by a young Scatacook Indian, his pursuer, and 
after a sharp resistance with teeth, nails and feet, was secured 
unhurt as a prisoner, and carried to St. “rancis. Eunice was the 
last to be overtaken, but finally an Indian split her skull with 
his hatchet and left her for dead, not stopping, however, in his 
haste, to secure her scalp. Eunice survived the blow for seventy 
two years, but she never fully recovered. 

But a few moments were occupied by the Indians in the blood- 
dy work, when they made a hasty retreat with their captive boy 
up the river and reached De Vaudruil at Crown Point about noon, 
Auged1, with the scalps of the five killed at the Bars and that 
of Constance Bliss. The following concise account of the tragedy 
is given by Dea. Noah Wright, who was douttless on the spot at 
the first alarm:= 


Auge25,1746. In the southwest corner of Deerfield Meadows a 

number of Indians came upon our men at work, killed and scalp- 
ed Samuel Allen, Eleazer Hawks, and one of Capt. Holson's sol- 
diers named Jillet, and two of Widow Amsden's children, taken 
captive, one boy of Sanmel Allen's and chopped a hatchet into 
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the brains of one of his girls, They are in hopes she will re-~ 
cover.e One man killed one of the Indians who got one gun from 
them, and lost three guns by them. 


Reve Mre Doolittle of Northfield criticises the military offi- 
cers here for their neglect of discipline, saying "Had there 
not been a continual firing in the Town from Day to Day, the 
People would have took the Alarm, and might have been upon the 
enemy before ever they could have got out of the meadow". This 
mist refer to other parties working in the meadows. It could 
not apply to the garrison two miles away. 

When the alarm reached the town there was vigorous action by 
her citizens. Lieut. Jonathan Hoyt with one party followed the 
trail of the marauders up the river, and it was probably Lieut. 
Joseph Clesson who led another party across the hills to inter- 
cept them at Charlemont. Neither party had any success. 

From the Massachusetts MS. Archives we get the names of a 
few men who went to the rescue. It seems that Othniel Taylor 
rode so hard as to kill his mare, for which 6 pounds was allow- 
ed him by the Province. Jonathan Hoit and Joseph Barnard were 
also in the pursuit of the enemy. 

The only other contemporaneous account of this affair, be- 
sides those noticed, is from the lips of "Iuce Bijah". She was 
a bright negress, wife of Abijah Prince, "servant" of Ebenezer 
Wells and a member of the church in 1744, 


August, ‘twas the twenty-fifth, 
Seventeen hundred forty-six, 

The Indians did in ambush lay, 

Some very valient men to slay, 

The names of whom I!1l not leave out; 
: Sammel Allen like a hero fout,

He married 
Lydia, daughter of Jonathan Field of Bunderland and widow of 
Thomas Chapin, probably of Belchertown; she was received by the 
church there on a recommendation from the church at Cold Spring 
in 1762; she died March 4,1814, aged 85. 

About 1767 it was decided that a new steeple must be built 
for the church, since the size and weight of the one at that 
time was so heavy as to spread the framework of the building. 
When it was completed, together with a porch the need of new 
shingles was seen, but so much money had been spent that the 
taxpayers said no, but if any generously disposed persons are 
willing to shingle the meeting house at their own expense they 
have free, full and ample liberty. The challenge was accepted, 
a subscription paper was drawn up some paying in grain and some 
in money.

She 
died March 16, 1786 at Henniker, N.H. 

After the birth of three children at Marlboro, the family re- 
moved to Bolton, Masse, where two children were born. Uriah and 
Abigail deeded their land in Bolton to John Moore, Oct.8, 1765 
and probably moved to Henniker soon after, where they appear as 
residents in 1774. Here Uriah and his son Joseph followed their 
trade as millers, and are said to have been "very busy men, and 
highly respectable, but do not appear upon the records much, pro- 
bably because they minded their own business." 

| Uriah's name appears as one of the signers of the "Associa- 
tion Test", a pledge of loyalty circulated by the Committee of 
Safety prior to the Declaration of Independence, in which the 
signers make "declaration that "we will to the utmost of our 
power, at the risque of our lives & fortunes, oppose the hos- 
tile De ueetne of the British Armies against the United Ameri- 
can Colonies" 

Prior to this, he had served in some of the Indian wars, a 
powderhorn engraved with dates and representative of Indian and 
white camps having been in the family until stolen a few years 
since. 

The first settlement at West Henniker was made by Uriah and 
his son Joseph, where they built a sawmill in 1778 which stood 
on the site of the paper mill in 1885, and at the close of the 
Revolutionary war they added a gristmill, the first in the town- 
ship and largely patronized by the people of the adjoining towns. 
These mills were afterwards owned by the brothers Wood and were 
in successful operation for nearly three-quarters of a century, 
their last owner being Ammi Smith of Hillsboro, N.H. 

|The first mill for dressing cloth was built by Uriah and 
Joseph shortly after the gristmill was erected, and being soon 
after sold to Timothy Sprague, passed into the same hands as 
the other mills at a later date. The water power at West Henniker 
was first improved by Uriah and Joseph, and the latter at one 
time built a mill on the Annie Brook, a few rods northwest from 
the (in 1883 residence of the Myrick sisters). ae was after~ 
wards owned and occupied as a corn mill by John Hdawards. 

Some time between 1790 and 1794 Uriah's house was destroyed 
by fire while the family were absent at church. This was at the 
time supposed to be incendiary, and in some way the result of 
local jealousy in connection with an opposition mill, which had 
been started in another part of the towne 
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| No evidence as yet found determines the death of Uriah, but 
it is probable that it may have occurred at Henniker, and be~ 
tween 1'790 and 1796.

21-Jacob Amsden*, (Abraham, Isaac®, Isaac!) porn May 28,1728; came 
to Petersham shortly after the early proprietors, so that we find 
no mention of him in the early records of the town. He married 
Sept .19,1751 Mary Howe, who was born in Sudbury, Mass. Dec.9, 
1726, a daughter of Daniel and Elizabeth (Johnson) Howe. In the 
old records of Petersham we find the marriage recorded and it is 
written that they were both of Nichewaug, that being the name of 
the town before its incorporation. Mary's father Daniel moved 
very shortly to Northfield Meadows, where he with his brother 
Nehemiah, Jethro Wheeler, and William Phipps became the four 
proprietors of the Great Meadows on the east bank of the Conn- 
ecticut river above Northfield, which after 1752 was rechartered 
under the name of Westmoreland, 'N.H., it having fallen within 
the limits of that province. Daniel owned one tenth of the town 
of Westmoreland. 

_ Jacob Amsden moved into the southwesterly part of Petersham, 
which in 1801 fell within the borders of the new township of 
Dana, and this section is now kmown as Doubleday Village. It is 
planned at this writing to use this territory for a water reser- 
voir for the city of Boston. 

It mist have been quite a sizeable little farm on the sunny 
southwest slopes of Petersham with its 200 acres and 60 head of 
animals, and we can imagine how busy a woman Mary must have been 
spinning her own yarn to make the homespun clothes for her man 
and the children, doing her housework and possibly helping with 
the outside work sometimes. 

Jacob died a comparatively young man, being only forty-four 
at the time of his decease, Augel15,1772, and his wife Mary, car- 
ried on the home place and kept the children. From her consider-~ 
able purchases of land it would be assumed that Mary might have 
had considerable amounts of money for her time. In one deed we 
note that she bought land of Nathaniel Macarty, which bordered 
on Elisha Sibley's, Elkaneh Haskin's, and Samuel Chamberlain's. 
She also purchased land from Jonathan King. 

Joel who afterwards became a Major was somewhat better than 
five years old when his mother Mary applied for guardianship 
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papers Sept. 28,1773. 

| Because of its great interest to descendants now living I 
have included the will of Mary Amsden, as well as the Inventory 
of the Estate of Jacob Amsden thinking that it would be a help 
to those who take delight in trying to visualize just how our 
pioneer ancestors existed and helped establish a nation and of 
the many privations they were forced to endure to obtain free- 
dom of thought and peace of mind.

Mary Amsden died July 25,1797, according to all the dates I have 
been able to find, but we may *well conclude that a mistake of a 
year in the town records was made and that she probably died in 
1798.

Abraham took the whole real estate of Francis, and paid each of 
the other heirs 81 pounds 15 shillings @ pence to extinguish 
their rights in the same. This settlement made by order of the 
Probate Court May 5,1774 and April 4,1774 the above settlement 
was completed, Abraham giving 1000 pounds bonds for the same. 

On Sept. «---~,1765 Francis and his wife Hannah deed land , 
lying in Southboro to Abraham Amsden of that town. In March of 
the same year they had land deeded to them by Abraha,. At the 
time of Francis death (about 1769) he had a house partly built 
as his executor renders % of 16 pounds, 1 shilling, 4 pence ex- 
pended in "Materials and necessary work done to the house of 
the deceased which was nearly set up & in a wasting condition". 
The executor also charges for journey & notifying "the heirs 
at Petersham" who were the families of Thomas, Jacob, Bezaleel 
‘' and Joel. The expense of Francis funeral was 4 pounds, 10 shill- 
ings. His wife is not mentioned in the settlement of the estate 
and was probably not living at his death. The heirs were:- Uriah, 
Jacob's heirs and Hannah who each received 81 pounds, 15 shillings 
2/5 pence from Francis's estate. 

On April ----, 1774 Mary, widow of Jacob Amsden (born May 28, 
1728) signs an inventory of the estate of Jacob's brother Francis 
as guardian of two children and John Hildreth as guardian of one 
child = all legatee as "Jacob's heirs" under settlement of Fran- 
cis's estate.

' In 1815 somo of the young ladies of Deerfield organized a 
literary society. This society was supposed to be secret. The 
meetings met for discussions of philosophical and literary mat- 
ters; members were admitted by unanimous vote. The records of 
these meetings have not been found, neither the archives and 
the full results are not forthcoming. Mary P. Amsden's name to- 
gether with 55 others appears in a list of young ladies belong- 
ing to this society, and for a more detailed account "Sheldon's 
History of Deerfield" should be consulted pp. 827-828.

My husband Beaman Amsden received your letter of July 
19th., and we read it with a good deal of interest. He intended 
to answer it at once, but being afflicted with hay fever, eyes 
inflamed, and feeling bad every way he defferred it, and was off 
surveying as soon as well enough. We have talked it over and I 
will tell you all we know of the subject. His grandfather's name 
was Isaac. He was an old man of 80 as Beaman remembered him. He 
died with his son Wm., he had two sons of that name, one died 
early in life. He had seven girls and five sons that I can count 
names Ellihnue, Thomas Gates, Wm. Abner, & girls Polly, Anna, Ex- 
perience, Philena, Clarissa, Jane. One * of his wife's names was 
Gates. Father Amsden was Ellihue. He was a Dr. and quite cele- 
brated as a surgeon, lived and died in Hast Gainsville, N.Y. 

He named his third gon Isaac. His daughter Janette is a very in- 
telligent woman of sixty and she could tell you more about the 
family past and present than anyone that I kmow of. She is very 
mach interested in all such researches. She would Imow who had 
her grandfather's family Bible, and much more about him, being 
always at home than Beaman would. She went about twenty years 
ago down to the southern part of Con. by invitation of either 
the Amsdens or Gates to attend a reunion of the family connect- 
ions. They were very pleasantly entertained I know. Isaac Amsden 
of Fremont is a son of the late Thomas A. of Bellewie who was a 
merchant there for many years. 

There is a strong resemblance running through all the branches 
of the family, large men, rather long noses, and small mouths, 
dark eyes, square jaws, rather high heads, etc., and most of the 
girls are black eyed and red cheeks and are most all good looking. 

I will send your letter to Janette at Hast Gainsville and I 
think she will answer it soon. I am very sorry that I did not attend 
to it sooner. Beaman is sixty-seven, me toos; next he has two 
daughters by the first wife. They incline to marry, none remain 
widowers long. Mrs. Ellen Ball of Dakota, Mrs. Sarah Gage of Boe 
livia, N.Y. 

I have six children by him, one son is a Lieut. in the Navy. 
His name is Charles Heath Amsden. My children have all good mem- 
ories and are good moral men and women. I never Imew one of the 
name Who did anything criminal. That is to the credit of the 
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name certain. I know by experience that some of them failed in 
business and had to go broke. 

Iam sorry to make such a meagre report and would gladly for- 
ward your researches. If there is ever a book published my son 
Beaman wants one or more.

| Your letter of July 14th. which you wrote to 
my brother Beaman Amsden, formerly of Fremont Ohio, but now of 
Bingham, Wyoming Territory was remailed to East Gainsville, Wy- 
oming Co. N.Y., my place of residence, but I was not at home 
and it only reached me about three days ago. I am not at home 
and shall not be able to give you as mich information respecte 
ing our family as I could if I were at home. I have a letter 
from a cousin of ny father's giving a history of the family from 
the time three brothers came over from England, two of them 
settled in Deerfield, Mass. and the third one they never knew 
where he located. Their names I can't remember without consult- 
ing the letter. I can give you the history of my ancestors as 
far back as my Great-“randfather, by name Isaac Amsden, he mar 
ried for his first wife Sarah Belden, by whom he had four child- 
ren, Isaac my Grandfather, Sarah, Simeon, and Eunice. His wife 
then died, and he married for his second wife Hannah Catlin by 
whom he had three children Consider, Submit and Ira. My Grand- 
father married for his first wife Elizabeth Gates by whom he 
had thirteen children; Oliver, Anna, Sarah, Wm., Hannah, Ellihue, 
my father, Polly, Abner, Thomas, Experience, Philena, Lucinda, 
and Elizabeth. His wife then died and he married a second wife 
a widow, name Diadema Lockwood by whom he had three children, 
Clarissa, Wm. and Jane. His second wife died and quite late in 
life he married the third time a widow Kelley. I am unable to 
give you any dates in this letter for I havn't them with me. 
Oliver Amsden died while a young man. Anna married a man by the 
name of Ammi Whitney, she had a family of fifteen children I 
thinke I will give their names in a future letter if you desire 
it. Sarah died in infancy. Wm. was killed by the fall of a tree 
at the age of twenty-one. Hannah married a man by the name of 
George Brockway, she died leaving a family of three children, he 
afterwards married her sister Polly by whom he had six children. 
Ellihue, my father married Sarah Bishop. They had six children 
five of whom are living, Beaman, the oldest does not bear a fam-~ 
ily name, my mother named him after a Beaman Brockway. Janette 
my own name, Isaac after our grandfather, Edwin and Ellen M. 
My father was a very successful physician following his pro- 
fession over fifty years always living in the same place. He died 
in 1870 at the age of seventy-nine retaining his faculties un- 
impaired to the last. Abner married Nellie Post, he died young 
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leaving a daughter, his wifs died soon after him, and his dau- 
ghter died at the age of nineteen. Thomas married Lydia Chapman, 
they having a family of seven children, only three of them living. 
His wife died and he married for his second wife Harriet Williams, 
by whom he had five children all living but one. Experience mar-~ 
ried Reuben Pratt. I think she had six children. I never saw any 
of that family except a daughter. Philena married Loren Moore. 
They had eight children, but four living. Iucinda married Daniel 
Carpenter, they had ten children, but four living. Elizabeth the 
youngest of the first family married Thomas Hutchinson. She died 
quite young leaving a family of six, but four living. Clarissa 
the oldest of the second family married Wm. Goodale, they had four 
daughters all living but the oldest daughter, who removed to Cal-~ 
ifornia after her marriage and in trying to save her child from 
falling into the well both fell in and were drowned. Wm. married 
Eliza Fero, they had five children, three of whom are living. 
Jane married an Englishman Henry Bramwell, they had but one 
child a sone Now I will go back to my grandfather's brothers and 
sisters. Sarah the oldest sister married a man by the name of 
Boyd. I don't know his given name, nor anything more about the 
family. Simeon married Abigail Whitney an older sister of Ammi 
Whitney that married my father's oldest sister. Eunice married 
Eqward Forbes. He was clerk on board the vessel Bonnie Homne 
Richard under Commodore Paul Jones. I don't know whom Consider 
Amsden married. Submit married a man by the name of Spinning and 
Ira a Miss Minerva Bond. My Grandfather moved into the state of 
N.Ye Ontario Co. when my father was three years of age and in 
1867 he went back to the one hundredth anniversary of the incorp- 
oration of his native town Conway, visited the old Amsden home-~ 
stead where Ira the last of the name of Amsden lived and died, 
his widow Minerva still living there with her youngest daughter 
at that time. They are all dead now, the mother, daughter and dau- 
ghter's husband. There are two or three Amsden families living 
in Rochester, and I have heard of one living in Anomosa, Jones 
Coe, lowa, a clergyman but don't know his given name. I will try 
and find out more about the Amsdens that live in this part of the 
country if you would like to hear about them. I would like to 
know if anything I have written corresponds with the history of 
any branch of the family that you have. My father met an Amsden 
in Buffalo a long time ago, he lived in Canada but came from 
England. He gave father his card, with all their names and places 
of residence. I kept the card a number of years, but it was fine 
ally lost and I have forgotten nearly everything about them.

|Dr. Thomas Amsden lived most of his life in Dummerston, and in 
the "History of Dummerston" he was one of the 17 coronerts Jury, 
who were assembled March 15,1775, to inquire into the cause of 
the death of Wm. _rench. The original report of the investiga- 
tion is still preserved and Dr. Amsden's name is first on the 
list of jurymen. William French and Daniel Houghton, who were 
from Petersham, Mass. were murdered. 

Dr. Thomas Amsden also represented Dummerston at the General 
Court March 12,1778, and also served as Town Clerk. He removed 
from Dummerston to Petersham, Mass., his old home, where the last 
mention of him made in public life was when he along with others 
petetioned the General Court, June 9,1798 to be included in the 
New Township of Dana, where he died before March 4,1811. His 
prother Bezaleel was appointed Administrator of his estate. The 
children of Thomas and Patience (Miller) Amsden are as follows:.

His name ap- 
pears on an honorary tablet for Revolutionary war veterans in the 
Petersham Public Library, as well as upon a bronze tablet on 

Dana Center Common, under which township the territory in which 
he lived fell in the year 1801. 

Bezaleel together with Stephen Johnson and Jacob Whipple were 
the three first selectmen in the new town of Dana. It will be 
“noted that Bezaleel did not at first favor the new township, pre- 
sumably because of increased tazation, but in June 1800 he sign- 
ed a petetion along with others to be included. (See Joel Amsden) 

Bezaleel is reported to have had a wooden leg. Also it is 
said that he used to be seen out nights with a lantern on his 
farm when everyone else would presumably be in bed. It was al-~ 
ways supposed that he buried money on the place, and many ate 
tempts have been made to locate this buried treasure without suc- 
cess. 

‘There is no doubt that he was a very clever man, and it will 
be noticed that he settled nearly all the estates of his rela- 
tives as well as those of many other persons. He is buried not 
far from the old Seth Williams place in a northeasterly direc- 
tion with his wife and son Bezaleel's family in a small cemetery. 

He died July 26,1825 aged 66 years and his wife Anna died 
March 28,1851 aged 74.

Not a great deal is to be learned regarding this couple. It 
is known that he lived in the same locality as his father before 
him, and now Imown as Doubleday Village, (Township of Dana). The 
little cemetery in which he and his wife lie buried is near a 
fork in the road a half mile or more from North Dana Village, the 
road to the left leading to Petersham and that to the right to the 
old Seth Williams place. This branch is the next beyond that fork 
that leads to Dana Center and with which it should not be confus- 
ed. The cemetery is to the right of the highway and about a hun- 
dred feet from the road and would never be seen through the thick 
pine forest. There is no fence around the cemetery and it is most- 
ly grown up to trees with perhaps eight or ten markers altogether 
mostly slate. Those of Jacob and Sarah Amsden were easily found, 
one of them broken off near the foundation line. 

It might be concluded that Jacob and Sarah did not live far 
distant from this little cemetery as it was the common practice to

have family cemeteries in those days. With those of Jacob and 
Sarah Amsden are the markers of the Stimpson and Burkham fam- 
ilies. 

‘Tradition has not handed down a thing for us and the facts 
are few and scattered. I am informed by Mrs. Henry M. Brown, 
wife of the Congregational minister of Dana, who is a greate 
grandaughter of Jacob, that his grandaughter, Pamelia Woods 
wrote a short history of the family, but no copies are to be 
found and were probably destroyed. A chair in the possession 
of the above Mrs. Brown belonged to this Jacob and is said to 
have been made by hime 

Sarah died Nov.15,1821 and Jacob on March 24,1830, his es- 
-tate was sold at public auction April 19, and 20, 1830. The 
heirs that signed are as follows:- Jacob Amsden Jr., Justus Woods, 
Iucretia his wife, Clark and Sally Hildreth, Ahira and Lydia 
Skinner, Burrell and Robbard Amsden, Jacob's son Ebenezer being 
appointed administrator of the estate.

_In 1790 he bought for one hundred pounds, sixty acres of land 
adjoining that of his father Jacob, and is listed as being a 
house joiner. At another time on one of his land transactions he 
is recorded as being a trader. 

At the Dana Centennial Celebration in 1901 the principle 
Speaker and President of the day the Hon. N.L. Johnson is quoted 
as follows. It is certain that there was a small settlement, a 
nucleus of a village,= a few dwellings, a store, a tavern, a 
blacksmiths shop, a potash manufactory, and perhaps a tannery 
near Where this tent now stands,- many years before the incorp- 
oration of the town. I well remember my honored grandfather 
speaking of Major Joel Amsden as the keeper of a tavern which 
stood upon the site of the present hotel here before the exist= 
ence of the town. To this village those living in the vicinity 
came for their store supplies, here they met on social occassions, 
here justice courts were held, here they often assembled for 
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public worship. These social ties and business relations brought 
these neighbors into special mutual sympathy, so that there grew 
up a sort of incipientcommonwealth. The town centers to which 
they belonged were many miles distant with poor and hilly roads. 
Ox carts were the principle means of conveyance of freight and 
persons, horse wagons at that time being scarcely known. The law 
required the payment of a ministerial or parish tax, and I think, 
made attendence upon public worship a certain number of days a 
year obligatory. These requirements caused discontent and on ace 
count of the isolatéd condition of the people seemed almost op- 
pressive. 

On June 9,1778, Stepehn Johnson, Benjamin Woodward, Joseph 
‘ Doubleday, Ebenezer Whittemore, Joel Amsden, Jeremiah Sibley, Ab-= 
ijah Sibley, Thomas Stimpson, Calvin Bryant, Jacob Whipple, Jon- 
athan Parkhurst and some others, inhabitants of Hardwick; Thomas 
Amsden, Nathan Smith, Noah Doane, John Partridge, Soloman Wood- 
ward and William Bancroft, inhabitants of Petersham in the County 
of Worcester, and John Towne Jr., Samuel Liscomb, Jonathan Babbitt 
Thaddeus Russell and others, inhabitants of Greenwich in the coun- 
ty of Hampshire, petetioned the General Court to be set off, with 
their estates and make a new towne 

There were various among them who did not care to have a new 
township owing to the cost. There were many that remonstrated who 
stated in a petetion to the General Court in 1800 that upon more 
mature consideration of the matter that it would be for their in- 
terests that the new town be incorporated. One of these petetions 
was dated in June 1800 and signed by Stephen “ing, William Ban- 
croft, Bezaleel Amsden and Elisha Sibley. Another was presented 
about "the same time, made by Seth Williams of Petersham, desiring 
to be included with his estate in the new town. 

At the first town meeting of Dana held on Tuesday the 17th. 
of March 1801, Daniel Bigelow Esq. of Petersham opened the meet-~ 
ing. Voted and chose Jacob Whipple, moderator. Voted and chose 
Joel Amsden, town clerk. Voted and chose Stepehn Johnson, Beza- 
leel Amsden and Jacob Whipple, selectmen. 

Town meetings were generally held in the meeting house, but 
sometimes were held in the house now owned by Mr. Murray Flagg, 
which was then a tavern; sometimes in the old tavern hall kept 
by one Day, and by Major Amsden; also in the Wood's house on the 
plain, and sometimes in the house now owned by Rollin Doubleday, 
then called the Hendricks place. 

_In 1819, at a town meeting held at the house of Justus Woods 
there was an article in the warrant to see if the town would pro- 
vide a workhouse, meaning, I suppose, what we now call an alms- 
house. It was rejected. At this meeting it was voted to provide 
soldiers with powder and ball for May training. A committee was 
chosen to draw a plan for a bridge, and to superintend its build- 
ing near the factory frame. 

Joel Amsden shortly removed to Hardwick, Mass. and then went 
to Malone, N.Y. where he died Aug.25,1851.

In 1828, two covered wagons left the little town of Stowe, Vt. 
for the West. The two horse wagon contained Sanmel Amsden, his 
wife Abigail and their three children, Laura, George and baby 
Hunice. It was followed by a one horse wagon in which rode his 
father and mother, Abraham and Submit Amsden. After some thirty 
days travel they arrived at the little town of Ashtabula, Ohio. 

Samuel being a brickmaker by trade, immediately began looking 
for a suitable bed of clay for the brickmaking and found whet he 
wanted on the South Ridge road two miles east of Ashtabula, Upon 
which was a log cabin and a small clearing. The house being small 
he immediately built a house for his father and mother out of three 
inch whitewood plank, twelve inches wide, setting them up edge- 
wise, locking and pinning them with wooden pins. This was covered 
with boards placed vertically with battens covering the cracks, 
He was a farmer, a brickmaker, a blacksmith, a shoemaker, a car- 
penter. He made his own horseshoes and nails to fasten them on 
with. He made the boots and shoes for his family. By hiring one 
or two men he managed to clear the land, cutting the timber into 
wood = it took forty cords of four foot wood to burn 100,000 
brick besides the wood for the two houses, carry on the farm and 
put up a kiln of one hundred thousand brick every season which 
met with a ready sale. He was a mechanic as all pioneers had to 
be.

Canton, Jan.29,1846 

Dear Father 

| I set down this evening to write a few lines to you. 
I'received your letter last week Tuesday, we are all well. Now 

I think you had better come out here as soon as you can, for 
you would enjoy yourself very well and see the country. + think 
you had better come by way of the rivers. Go to New York, from 
there to philadelphia and then to Pittsburg and then go down 
the Ohio river around to St. Louis and then come up the Illinois 
river to Coppers Creek and there you will find teams which are 
coming to Canton every day which is ten miles from us to Coppers 
Creek. I think you had better come this way. Let your farm for 
two years, for we shall not let you go back short of that time. 
Start as soon as two or three weeks certain for the children 
can wait no longer. They have a pipe and tobacco already for you 
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| 
to smoke. Clark says "grandpa don't you go off the boat for 
you will get left behind. 

| Now concerning the things I should like to have you bring. 

I should like 25 No.4 palmleaf and 25 Noed, get some good ones. 
Some Ioushong tea, 6 or 8 pounds of it, for it is all green tea 
here. Now the things that you have that I should like to have 
you fetch, one of the beds, with some of your bedclothes for 

bu and Clark to sleep on. Take the pudding and sauce dishes 
and the pitcher that I left and put them in the bed. If you have 
any old cheese or dried apple fetch it with you for it brings 12 
cents a pound here. If you have any other things or notions 
that you can see around bring them for it will not cost you much 
to bring them. I should like to have you bring that traveling 
pasket which Mrs. Johnson was so 'fraid that I should have. see 
where that silver card is, and bring it if you want to, or any= 
thing else, you can carry them back once more. If you see anythi 
thing of the children's that you think that they would like some 
of the books and them seates they left it would please them very 
mich to see them or anything of mine that I left. Bring every~ 
thing that you can think of. Fetch a box or two of country mus- 
tard, some red eyed beans to plant, some peas, etc. If Mr. Piper's 
chest is not sold he wants you to take the inside all out and 
you can put your things in that, put a lock on it and bring that. 
And you have got other boxes that will hold. Put a waybill on 
your boxes marked, Clark Hildreth, Canton, Fulton County, Ill- 
inois. Nail them on to one end. Wear your old hat and old clothes 
to ride in, keep your money out of sipht, put your money in 
your watch pocket and pin it. Don't have more than a dollar about 
at a time, your pocket book lock up, and keep a good lookout for 
your things. 

Mr. Piper would like to have John come with you if he will. 
He wants two more hands to work with him, perhaps Darius Skinner 
will come, go and see if he will, Mr. Piper will pay them more 
than they can get out there. You can come now as well as any 
time. If you don't come till the last of May or the first of 
June, come by way of the lakes, but I shall hear from you be- 
fore that time, and will write where to go. Get someone to come 
with you if you can for it is a long journey to go alone. Please 
write me a letter when you shall start, so that I shall know 
when to look for you. It will take about three weeks to come 
the same as it did for me. The children all send their love to 
Grandpa and say do come now for it will make you sick to come 
on the lakes. Mr. Piper wants you should fetch his bit and screw 
and square thread which is in the bench in the woodhouse, Sanmel 
will know it. If you come have your Barre papers sent here, for 
we have a paper from Worcester every week. Give my love to all 
inquiring friends if any there is. Get Elisa and Electa to pack 
your things, they will Imow my dishes and your things what you 
will want to fetch. Pack them tight as you cane Do not fail of 
coming Father for I think you will enjoy yourself here. I have 
peach and plum currants in the garden where I live. 


Another section is apparently intended for her cousins in Peter- 
shame 


Good Evening Cousin Elisa and how is your health this New Year? 
I should like to have you come and make me a visit this summer 
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‘if convenient, and your mother or any of youe I have not much 
news to write. Sarah says Elisa went with her to see Grandma 
‘Piper. She says I must tell you what a New Years present she 
had. A goose and two chickens already dressed. Little Willie 
Brown sent them to her, they live two miles from us. They are 
after her every little while, and she goes up there and stays 

a week at a time. They have three large giris, who make a dear 
baby of her. She says she wants to see Elisa and Polly as she 
calls her. Edmond is a rogue. He likes his father as well as 
Sarah ever did. Winslow, Louisa and Clark go to school. They 
enjoy themselves very much and send their love to you all. 

Aunt Polly, Mary, Sammel Powers, my love to the same. Tell Eunice 
and Aunt Polly I am just as ugly as ever. I wish they lived 
where I could send them some milk, for I have given away pail- 
fuls this winter. I make all my own butter. I am tired of writing.

My 
love to Mrs. Thayer and ask her if she has had the bolster pull- 
ed away from her lately. The children all send their love to her 
children and say, Martha Ann and Mary Ann send them a letter 

and kiss the baby for them. Winslow, Louisa, and Clark send 
their love to all the little boys and girls and tell them they 
are very mich pleased with the papers they have received from 
them and hope they will continue to send them. Aunt Polly write 
me a letter if you care anything about mse. I mst bid you good 
night.

On the side of this letter to Cousin Elisa a sentence runs 
lengthwise along the margin and reads as follows. 


"Have father come as soon as you can. One thing more, have you 
heard anything from Gilbert Simmons since I left. 


On the top inside page of this letter which is folded is penned 
on the margin. 


Elisa you have not sent me one word about your minister there, 
and what his name is, but I guess it is cute. I read in the 
Worcester paper the Dedication at Barre, give my love to Daniel 
and Somantha. Tell Mary Hildreth to write to Winslow and Louisa, 
the rest next time. 


Postmarked Canton, Illinois January 50th. 


It is thought that Clark never went to Canton for he died about 
a year later it will be noticed. 


9l-Iucretia Amsden®, (Jacob”, Jacob*,Abrahan® , Isaac®, Isaact) born 
Nove7,1787; married Sept.26,1815 Justus Woods, a schoolteacher. 
Justus was reputed to be a man of great intelligence and far 
ahead of his time in many respects. Town meetings Were some~ 
times held at the Woods house as will be noted in reading the 
Centennial Address under Joel Amsden, (page 29-50). His home was 
on the plain, between North Dana and Dana Center. This was soon 
after the incorporation of the town which occurred in 1801. In 
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1819 at a town meeting held at the house of Justus Woods there 
was an article in the warrant to see if the town would provide 

a workhouse, indicating what would now be termed an almshouse 

or town farm. This article was rejected. It is understood that 
at one time Justus had the postoffice and thought that the place 
where his home stood on the plain should be made the center of 
the town, since it lies about midway between the sites of the 
two present villages, and he was greatly angered when he found 
that this was not to be, and refused to be buried in the Dana 
Cemetery, but stipulated that he be buried under one of the 
large maples on his place. His wishes were of course carried 
out, however some of his descendants have had the body moved to 
the Dana Cemetery, thinking that his resentment had probably 
cooled sufficiently to permit the change. Justus was the son 

of Benjamin and Cynthia Woods, and was born June 15,1785. He died 
Noved,1846, his wife Iucretia died March 12,1869.

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92-Jacob Amsden Jr.®, (Jacob®, Jacob*, Abraham, Isaac”, Isaact) 
porn Aug.28,1789; married Sept.15,1812 Lyndia Hoskins of Dana, 
who was born June 4,1794. Jacob and his family lived on a farm 
situated in what has been known as Doubleday Village in later 
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‘years. This village was situated easterly a mile or more from 
‘the main road, which ran between North Dana and Dana Center, the 
juncture of the two roads or four corners were on the plain by 
‘a brick schoolhouse on a little knoll and only a short distance 
from the Justus Woods place. 

| After Jacob's death his eldest son Massena as administrator 
of the estate describes it thusly:- "The property consists of 
about 160 acres of land well proportioned into mowing, tillage, 
pasturage and woodland, well watered and fenced, with a large 
and elegant brick house, a sixty foot barn and outbuildings, al- 
so a brickyard, and water privileges with a sawmill on the same, 
also a piece of land % of a mile from said farm on the plain of 
about 11 acres". It is said by Frank Whitney now (1934) who is 86 
years old, and who once owned the property that grain was also 
ground on the place. I have personally been over the place which 
is fairly extensive for Massachusetts. The brick house is in a 
good state of preservation and it is said to be the best built 
house in Dana. The dam has broken down and the water all run out 
but enough falls over the rocks to make a very pretty water fall, 
and below these falls is a gorge and foundations for the mill 
are to be seene 

It is assumed that Jacob made the brickyard largely in order 
to build his house. I distinctly remember my grandmother telling 
me that he built the two brick schoolhouses in Dana, the one above 
alluded to and still another where she went to school as a girl 
in Doubleday Village, directly opposite the home of Augustus Skin- 
ner, and not far from the Jairus Williams place, and this would 
seem to be reasonably true as there is no other brickyard in the 
town even today. It has also been said that Jacob was a most ex~ 
cellent farmer. 

Jacob was drowned in his own pond Aug.28,1845, the boat from 
which he was fishing having evidently overturned. By another ac- 
count he was drowned in the North Dana pond where at one time 
Rollin Doubleday had a mill. 

Seth Williams Jr. Reuben Sibley, and John Gleason were ap- 
pointed appraisers of the estate, and the farm was sold at auc- 
tion to Jacob's son Festus F. Amsden shortly after his death. 
Later it was bought by Joseph Elkanah Doubleday, and this is pro- 
bably the reason that this section became Imown as Doubleday Vil- 
lage. Lyndia died June 12,1844 aged 50 years. They had six child- 
ren, Charles Elliot dying shortly before his father of pneumonia. 
On Dec.21,1843 Washington H. and Joel F. Amsden the two youngest 
sons of Jacob appeared before Jared Weed Esq. Justice, and made 
choice of Joseph Doubleday as their guardian as they were minors.

The large weatherbeaten house and barn will soon 
pe torn down for the Metropolitan Water Supply Commission of Bos~ 
ton, which is making over this section into the basin for a reser- 
voir.

A photograph in the possession of the author shows a very kindly 
woman in the person of Lydia, and it is reported that they lived 
a very happy life together. toward the last of his life Ahira 
pecame blind and took to smoking a pipe, which was not one of 

the habits he was addicted to in former life. It is said that 

one Fall day he was husking corn in the barn and had been smolk- 
ing as usual, resulting in the pipe bowl turning over. This set 
some of the dry husks afire. A neighbor coming by noticed him 
with the corn husks all ablaze in the situation above mentioned 
and with speed extinguished the blaze. This incident did not cure 
the smoking habit until he set his vest afire. After that he never 
smoked again. His wife died first Dec .14,1875 and he followed her 
Jane24,1877 just twenty minutes pefore his son Darius who was kill- 
ed by the fall of a limb, which crushed his skull, while chopping 
wood for his father, which he was unused to being a cabinet maker 
by trade.

He proved to be such 
a boy and man that these demonstrations were for a rarity perfect- 
ly suited to the case.- one of the few boys who never joined his 
companions in anything which his sense of propriety, justice or 
mercy taught him if he did he would violate his convictions, and 
yet he was never called a coward. Everyone seemed aware that he 
had fixed points from which it was in vain to try and swerve him". 
He married Feb.22,1838 Anna Theresa Power, who was born Jan. 
28,1819, a daughter of Nicholas and Catherine Power of Mount Ar- 
gilo, Ireland. He was a graduate of the Norwich Academy, Vermont. 
Herewith is a reprint of a notice taken. from the "Scranton", Pa. 
Tribune". 


He was resident engineer of the Block River Canal, a branch of the 
Erie Canal in New York, and while there was Brigade inspector of 
militia, with the rank of major on the staff of the brigadier gen- 
eral. Removing to Charlestown, Mass., he had charge of the engine- 
ering of the turbine water works there, and was civil engineer 
at the Glendon Iron Works, near Haston, Pae 

In 1850, he was induced by Colonel George We. Scranton to come 
to Scranton and the following year brought his family here where 
he laid out Scranton proper mapping the streets as they are now. 
Later became the resident engineer of the North and South sections 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Uailroad, between the Nic- 
holson tunnel and Pocano mountaine 

After the death of Major McNeil, he became chief engineer of 
the road in which capacity he served until relieved by James Arch- 
bald, the general agent. Later engaging in the private practice of 
civil engineering and architecture, Joel Amsden erected a large 
number of buildings in Scranton, many of which still stand. In 
1853 he erected a house on the corner of Washington and Lackawanna 
avenues, and there he had his offices until he died. Since then, 
the residence has been utilized for business purposes, and is one 
of the oldest buildings on Lackawanna Avenue today. For years he 
was borough engineer, and became the first city engineer, holding 
the position until his death. As an architect he designed many 
buildings in different parts of this state and in New York. 

In religious belief, he was a member of the First Presbyterian 
Church. Politically, he was a Jacksonian Democrat, and was one of 
the original Republicans of the commnity. In 1855, he establish- 
ed the first bookstore here, and while carrying on that business 
was appointed postmaster, to succeed John W. Moore, but served 
only a few months.

"Athol loses two old well known and highly respected citizens 

in the death Sunday night from catarral consumption of Seth W. 
Amsden, and early yesterday of Massena Amsden from a paralytic 
shock received the day before. The deceased were cousins. Seth 
Amsden was a native of Dana, but had lived in Athol all of his 
later life and accumulated a large property by dint of close 
economy and shrewd investments. He has been tax collector of the 
town and one of the best Athol ever had. Though somewhat pecul- 
iar in his manner, he was a warm hearted man, faithful in his 
Obligations and he enjoyed the entire respect of all. Massena 
Amsden was in the enjoyment of excellent health until the fatal 
stroke Sunday morning. He lived until two o!clock the next morn- 
ing. He was a well known carpenter in prosperous pecuniary cir- 
cumstances, and a man thouroughly honest and upright in all his 
dealings. Both men will be greatly missed, and the sympathy of 
all go out to the bereaved relatives.

Perhaps nothing can describe his acheive- 
ments any better than his obituary taken from the Athol Transcript 
of Tuesday, Nov.9,1886, and which is herewith reproduced. 


Obituary 
Washington He. Amsden 


The old business men of Athol = those who by their public spirit- 
ed activity and energy have done so much to make our town what 
it is - are passing away one by one. The last to be taken from 
our midst seemingly suddenly, but not altogether unexpectedly 
is Washington H. Amsden, one of our best known and most useful 
men, prominent in town affairs, and always ready to put his shoul- 
der to the wheel when any local enterprise needed encouraging. 
lire Amsden had been a severe sufferer from lung troubles for 
several years past, and had been confined to his house more or 
less for the past year. His trouble was seriously aggravated dur- 
ing the period of his service in the Legislature in 1884, by the 
close confinement in the poorly ventilated halls of the state- 
house and he was never a well man thereafter. It was not lnown 
however, till a few days before his death that he was in imminent 
danger, and the news of his death was received by many of his in- 
timate friends, with surprise. 

Mr. Amsden was a native of Dana, but came to Athol some forty 
years ago, and with his brother Festus was engaged in the sash 
and blind business where the liorse shops now are. He afterwards 
went to Orange, but returned and resumed business at the same 
place. Festus Amsden died from an injury, and the shops being 
burned later, Washington Amsden purchased the Kennebunk property 
and under his able management, it became one of the largest and 
most profitable industries in town. Of late years the business 
has been managed mostly by his son Otho. lire Amsden retired from 
active interest in it to enjoy in his beautiful home as well as 
his health would permit the fruits of his long and persevering 
industry, and a reputation for honor and integrity as a business 
man that was never impeached. 

In town affairs, Mr. Amsden was always very energetic and 
useful. His judgement was sound and keen and always outspoken 
and forceful in his views, his influence was strong. He has 
served as selectman, assessor, supervisor of roads, director of 
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the Athol National Bank, which he was instrumental in starting, 
trustee of the Athol Savings Bank, and trustee of the local ag- 
ricultural Society, besides holding other positions of business 
trust and responsibility. He represented the district in the Leg- 
islature in 1884, and was in politics one of our stanchest Repub- 
licans as well as an uncomprising temperence man. Socially he 

was a very genial and pleasant man. He belonged to the First Uni- 
tarian Church, and was a liberal supporter thereof. He will be 
greatly missed, not only by his business friends, but by all who 
knew him. Mr. Amsden accunmlated a handsome fortune, which des- 
cends to his family, consisting of a widow, four sons and a dau- 
ghter. They have universal sympathy in their bereavement. 


Washington H. Amsden died in Athol, Mass. Nov.d,1886 aged 61 
years, 6 months, 16 days old.

Amsden observed her 100th. birthday on Nov.18&, 
and barring a slight deafness she enjoyed all her faculties and 
on her birthday seemed more like a woman of seventy than of a 
century. Mrs. Amsden well remembered seeing Abraham Lincoln sev~ 
eral times when he was President when he visited Springfield. Her 
prandfather, Samuel Benjamin, was a Lieutenant in the Colonial 
Army. She has on e nephew living, Spaulding Sage of Great Rarring- 
ton, who is over eighty years of age. Mrs. Amsden was born in | 
Granville, Mass., and she was the widow of Clinton Amsden, who 
died in 1901. Her parents were Mr. and Mrs. David Kose and for 
many years lirs. Amsden lived in Dana, and had been in Athol 22 
years. She was the aunt of the late Mrs. Robert E. Beecher. The 
funeral was held Sunday afternoon at 2 o'tclock at the rooms of 
J.F. Higgins, and Rev. E.B. Young officiated. Burial was in Dana 
Center. 

Vrs. Amsden had made many friends in town since coming here. 
She wes a beautiful woman, living in peace and serenity, quiet 
and unassuming, but of gracious and beautiful disposition. As she 
said on her hundredth birthday she never expected to live to be 
60 when a girl, but she did live to enjoy 100 years of life and 
happiness. , 


Clinton Amsden died Jan.27,1901 aged 77 years, 7 months, 22 days 
of pneumonia.

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Death claimed Captain Fred J. Amsden shortly after 7 o'clock 

. yesterday morning at his home, 716 Olive St., after an illness 
Covering a period of over five years. It was not until about 

two weeks ago however that his condition became alarming and 
since then everything possible was done to stay the death sume 
mons, but it was of no avail, and he succumbed to an affection 
of the heart. His wife and niece, Miss Edith Amsden of Philadel- 
phia were at his bedside. 

_ Mr. Amsden was in his sixty-fifth year. During the half cen- 
tury he spent in this city, he always maintained a leading posi- 
tion as an architect, and, as such, designed many of the leading 
buildings in the city. His office was located in the Amsden Build= 
ing, at the corner of Washington avenue and Lackawanna avenue for 
many years. Five years ago he suffered a stroke of paralysis but 
recovered sufficiently to resume his profession, until a short 
time ago, when he was forced to give up and take to his bed. He 
again recovered sufficient strength to leave his room for a short 
time, but the valvular affection of the heart he was suffering 
frem soon rendered him almost helpless, and he lingered in this 
condition until he died. The funeral services will be held at 
the house Friday afternoon at 2:50 o'clock and will be in charge 
of the Grand Army Men, and the Masonic Fraternity. Interment 
will be made in the Dunmore Cemetery. 

Captain Amsden accompanied his parents to Boston, Mass., Easton 
Pae, and finally, in April 1851, to Scranton, where he received 
his early education in the private schools. Later, he was a stu- 
dent in Prof. K.H. Rice's academy, at Stamford, Ct. He fitted 
himself for his profession of civil engineer and architecture in 
the office of his father. 

| On Auge26,1862, he was commissioned second lieutenant of the 
One Hundred and Thirty-sixth Pennsylvania infantry, and was pro- 
moted to be first lieutenant on April 1,1863, and mustered out on 
lay £9, of the same year, having passed through the battles of 
Fredericksburg and Chancellorsville. 

_ He was commissioned second lieutenant of the signal corps, U.S. 
As, on Oct.3,1863, to rank from March 5,1865, breveted first Lieut- 
enant United States volunteers on March 13,1865, "for gallantly 
maintaining his position under great exposure, on James River Sig- 
nal Tower, while his station was for some time deliberately can- 
nonaded by the rebel batteries. 

On March 15,1865, he was breveted captain of United States 
volunteers, for gallant and meritorious services during the war. 
He saw service along the Atlantic coast in the department of the 
South, and in the Tenth, Highteenth, Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
fifth Army corps, in Virginia, at Port \altha, Swift Creek, Drew- 
ry's Bluff, Bermuda Hundred, Cold Harbor, Weir Bottom Church 
seige of Petersburg, Mine Explosion, Chapin's Farm, Fair Oaks, 
Fort Gregg and Fall of Petersburg, Farmville, Rice's station and 
Appomattox C.H., being chief signal officer, Twenty-fourth army 
COrpse 

He was present at the surrender of Lee and finally in the 
Powder River expedition against the Sioux, Cheyenne and Arrapahoe 
Indians, in Montana, in the fall of 1865. On Dec.8, of that year, 
he Was mustered out at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. In April 1866, 
Capt. Amsden took charge of the drafting office of the Delaware, 
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Lackawanna and Western railroad machine and car shops, but resign- 
ed in April,1868 to accept a position in the office of his father 
whose death occurred in December of the same year. 

_ Since that time he carried on the business of civil engineer- 
ing (being city surveyor from 1869 to 1876), and architecture, de- 
voting himself however, since 1876, entirely to architecture, Many 
of the best and finest buildings in the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
valleys bear testimony to his skill in his profession. 

_ Fraternally, Captain Amsden was past master of Union Lodge, 
No.291, Free and accepted Masons, past district deputy grandmas-~ 
ter of Pennsylvania; past high priest of Lackawanna chapter No. 
185 Royal Arch Masons; past eminent commander of .Cour de Leon 
commandery, Noel7, knights Templars; past commander of Lieut. 

Hzra S. Griffin post, No. 159, Grand Army of the Kepublic; past 
junior vice commander of the department of Pennsylvania, and has 
been honored by the department commander at various times, by 
staff appointments, and by the conmmander-in-chief as an aide-de- 
camp on the national staff. 

He has drawn the plans for many of the Catholic churches in 
this diocese, and the first Catholic church of any size St. Peters 
Cathedral, was designed by his father,

Mr. Macfarlane'!s Wedding = The following account of the above hap- 
py event we clip from the Scranton Sunday Times: On Thursday last 
at the close of the union Thanksgiving services at the Washington 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, the audience would not be dismissed, 
notwithstanding the pronouncing of the benediction and the posi- 
tive statement from the pulpit that the services were over. It 
seemed to be pretty well understood that a wedding was about to 
take place there and as it was a day when it didn't matter whether 
the turkey was put upon the table at any set hour or not there 

was a disposition to stay and see the wedding ceremony. The church 
was filled, every pew groaning beneath a full complement of sitters. 
The decorations from the memorial services still graced with em- 
blems and festoons the chancel and columns, and added a beauty 
that was appropriate to the occassion, and, as some remarked, the 
dates were not far out of the way. At the appointed time, half 
past twelve the bridal procession entered the right aisle of the 
church. This consisted of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Amsden: Mr. Fred J. 
Amsden and Miss lidith Ladd of Westchester, formerly of Scranton:

The bridel dinner was pare 
taken of at the Lackawanna Valley House, and the wedded ones 
took the train at 3:50 p.m. for Philadelphia, whence they will go 
to New York and thence to Woodstock, Canada, Mr. Macfarlanes home. 
We didn't like to see this wedding, because we were opposed to 
iiss Amsden's leaving town, but this match couldn't be broken 
off. However, such things mist be borne, so all we hope is that 
Miss Amsden will find as many friends in her new home as she left 
behind in her old one. Scranton has lost a charming girl and Wood- 
stock has gained a beautiful wife.

Macfarlane by the 
Woodstock papers, the Scranton Republican says: we are plad to 
note the fact that Miss Amsden has found her lot cast with one 
whom we can put implicit confidence in. While here, Mr. Macfarlane 
won many friends by his gentlemanly deportment and urbanity, which 
preposessed all who met him very mich in his favor. He ts not an 
old resident of Woodstock, it seems, but has spent most of his 
life in Montreal, where his family still reside, end whence come 
many favorable reports of him. 

Her daughter, Mrs. Victoria M. Johnson of New York writes the 
author that her mother was left handed, and that as a girl she 
thought this quite a distinction and was very proud of it.

Frank Fielding Amsden, for the past six years superintendent of 
the Lochiel Furnaces, died at his home, 107 Reily street, late 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Amsden had been seriously ill but one 
week. He was sixty years old. 

During the World “ar, lr. Amsden, considered one of America's 
foremost authorities on the operation of stecl blast furnaces, 
introduced the manufacture of manganese at the Lochiel Furnace, 
the first furnace in the United States to manufacture manganese. 
Prior to the World War the manufacture of manganese was ex= 
clusive among the German steel crafters, 

The successful manufacture of manganese brought fame to the 
local furnaces and steel authorities from all parts of the United 
States came here to study Mr. Amsden's methods, 

Prior to the World War, Mr. Amsden, cooperating with Miss 
Elsie Singmaster, of Gettysburg, wrote a technical book on the 
operation of blast furnaces. For several years this book stood 
supreme in its class and only this year has it been revised to 
include new alloys that can be used in making steel. 

Mr. Amsden had been in failing health but a few months, but 
became critically ill last Sunday. Mr. Amsden was a graduate of 
Lehigh University in 1887 receiving his Bachelor of Science de-~ 
gree. He took a post graduate course in mineralogy, graduating 
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in '89. He left college and became superintendent of a blast 
furnace in St. Louis. In 1895 he married Miss Jessie Keller of 
Reading. Two children, Miss Louise Amsden of Glassboro, N.J., and 
Frank Amsden, °=t home, survive, beside the widow. A sister Miss 
kdith Be Amsden resides in Philadelphia. 

_ One year ago Mr. Amsden toured Europe, studying steel con- 
ditions and the operations of various types of furnaces, many of 
the ideas he gathered on this trip, he incorporated in his work 
at the Lochiel Furnaces. 

_ After superintending the St. Louis furnace for several years 
Mir. Amsden came to this city, as superintendent of the Paxton 
Furnace and remained here eight years. He left here to manage 
steel plants at Kverett, Chester, Roanoke, Va., Buffalo and Chi- 
Cago. 

He was the son of Capt. Frank P. Amsden and Harriet Field- 
ing Amsden of Scranton. His father wes a civil engineer and built 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad, and his grahdfather 
planned the city of Scranton. 

Brief funeral services will be held at his home and the body 
then taken to Scranton for burial.
